In rebuttal, Attorney A. R. Russell, 
representing’ Mrs. Schwer, introduced 
photographs intended to show that re- 
flections could not have been seen from 
the Nordens’ window, and put Elmer E. 
Arant a photographer, on the stand, to 
testify to the same effect. Blue prints 
were also introduce ad which were in- 
tended to show that no mirror reflection 
could be visible from the angle of the 
Nordens window. 

Judge Hennings ordered a mirror 
brought from his chambers. It was 
placed on the wall back of the bench. 
Norden was directed to stand at a point 
corresponding to the location of his win- 
dow in the Schwer home.

The President is keeping in co stant 
touch with the situation from _ three 
points of view, from the diplomatic side, 
which involves the actions of Ambassa- 
dor Wilson in making representations 
to President Madero and Gen. Diaz in 
the interest of the foreign life and prop- 
arty in Mexico; from the naval view- 
point, as it concerns the extent of the 
activities of several thousand marines 
and bluejackets who will appear in the 
Mexican ports within the course cf the 
next 48 hours, and from the miiitary 
standpoint, which involves a determina- 
tion of the question as to when, if at 
ali, he shall give the word for the en- 
trainment of the First Brigade «f the 
First Division of the reorganized urmy 
of regular troops, which now lies under 
arms with knapsacks packed and emer- 
gency rations, ready for an immediate 
Geparture for the South. 

Wilson’s Course Approved, 

* Ambassador Wilson’s cqurse so far has 
the unqualified approval of the admin- 
istration, though some of the army men 
questioned his attempt to stop hostili- 
ties. Admitting that his aim was to 
protect lives and property of Americans 
and other foreigners, they believe there 
wil] be less bloodshed and a speedy de- 
termination of the rebellion if the com- 
batants are allowed to fight it out with 
no interference.

Knox Outlines the Plans. 

Secretary Knox in outlining the at- 
titude of the administration toward the 
Mexican situation said that its object 
is non-intervention. No troops for in- 
tervention will be put on Mexican soil 
until Congress has told President Taft 
to go ahead, 

President Taft and the Cabinet are in 
accord that Congress shall share the re- 
sponsibility for any intervention. A day 
of conferences between the President 
and his advisers ended with the under- 
standing that should conditions in Mex- 
Mico City become so much worse as to 
demand the landing of American troops, 
Taft will lay before both houses of 
Congress the full facts of the situation 
in a special message. : 

Preliminaries All Arranged. 
Every preliminary has been arranged 
for the action which might follow such 
a course.

A LOAD 10 MOVE 
ASHES IN JANUARY 


This Is More Than Private Haul- 
ers Charged, but Expense Later 
Will Be Reduced. 


TOTAL OUTLAY, $14,723 


United Railways Got 80 Cents a 
Wagon Load for Disposing of 
Some of Refuse. 


A report of Street Commissioner Tra- 
villa for January shows it costs the city 
of St. Louis $2.11 a load to remove the 
housebol@é ashes. It costs 18 cents a 
load to pay inspectors to drive about 
the districts and see that the ashes are 
removed properly,’ according to the re- 


port. 

Twelve inspectors are employed for 
this work, and the inspection payroll 
for the month was $1253.96. Travilla dis- 
charged three inspectors recently for 
failure to do their duty, he told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Thursday. He de- 
clared several inspectors seemed to 
think they hold political jobs, and did 
not have to do any work., 

The total cost of removing the ashes 
in January was $14,723.97. This includes 
$2300.25 for disposing of the ashes es 
they were collected. The number of 
wagon loads removed in the month was 
6928. 

U. R. Gets 80 Cents a Load. 

A charge of 80 cents 2 wagonload is 
made by the United Railways Yor haul- 
ing the ashes away from the dumping 
stations on its line. The Wiggins Fe1- 
ry Co. is paid 25 cents a load to haul 
away ashes delivered to its dumps. The 
city is required to pay 10 cents a wag- 
onload for the privilege of dumping 
ashes in an abandoned quarry hole on 
Burd avenue. 

In January 279 loads were delivered 
to the United Railways, 655 loads to 
the Wiggins Ferry Co., 733 loads were 
dumped into the quarry and 2961 were 
disposed of at free dumps. 

The Complaint Department received 

letters com- 
plaining that ashes were not remove 
promptly and properly, according to the 
report. This shows a decrease from 
December, when 1000 complaints were 
received. 
Before the city undertook to remove 
the ashes it was customary for team- 
sters to charge from $1 to $1.50 a load 
for hauling the ashes away from resi- 
dences. Travilla Thursday told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter the expense to the 
city is higher than {t will be when the 
system is perfected and running smooth- 
ly. He declared the ashes formerly 
were removed from ashpits at a charge 
of from $1 to $1.0 a one-horse wagon 
load, containing about two yards. The 
city wagons hold four yards of ashes.

admitted that the bills are part of 
the $200,000 stolen while being shipped 
from the National Bank of Cuba to the 
Park National Bank of New York. 
The cablegram was in Spanish. Chicf 
of Detectives Allender called two inter- 
preters to his office and had them 
translate the message, but he an- 
nounced after their departure that he 
Was not ready to make known the con- 
tents of the cablegram. 
He also said the cablegram would 
not be given to Liano for the present. 
Two men who were arrested as sus- 
pects after the theft and released a 
short time later, have been re-arrested 
in Havana as a result of the arrest of 
Liano, the police say. The Cuban Gov- 
ernment has made a formal demand 
on the United States for the extradi- 
tion of Liano, and the request ig going 
through routine form at Washington. 

He 
has his own bedding in his cell, buys 
his own food and keeps himself wel] 
supplied with cigarettes and other 
luxuries.

Drinking and money-madness were de- 
clared by Archbishop Gitennon, in his 


Lenten midday sermon at St. John’s 
Church Thursday, to be forms of mod- 
ern paganism. 

‘“‘We don’t see a golden calf erected 
nowadays,’ said the Archbishop, “but 
that is because the worshippers of gold 
have other uses for it than to make a 
visible idol of it. The worship is here 
just the same. There are those who 
sell body and soul, time and eternity, 
for money; those who trade dishonestly 
and fleece their neighbors, and those 





who, to gain money, will trade in hu- 
man souls. 

“They are worshippers.of Mammon. 
And Bacchus, the jolly god, whom the 
ancients showed as a bloated youth, 
has his worshippers, too. 

“The man who stays in a saloon Sat- 
urday night until the proprietor, or a 
policeman, sends him home, and “sleeps 
it off” all through Sunday morning, 
has abandoned the shrine of the Lord 
God to worship at the shrine of Bac. 
chus. 

“Some would like to serve both God 
and Bacchus, But the ancients knew 
what they were doing when they pic- 
tured Bacchus as surrounded by satyrs, 
Satyrs were half man and half animal. 


And the drinking man, the modern de- 


votee of Bacchus, is half man and half 
heast—or if he drinks enough, he is al]] 
beast.’’ 

The Archbishop declared it was doubt- 
rul whether atheism, as an actual belief 
of intelligent persons, had any exist- 
ence. Those who call themselves athe- 
ists, he said, are usually persons whose 
manner of living accounts for their un- 
willingness to acknowledge a supreme 
power. He included in this statement 
those whom he termed “ethical people, 
who profess a human standard of hon- 
orable conduct, but reject the supernat- 
ural,’”’

sociation to help educate the public. 
The committee also will urge the pas- 
sage of a bill now pending before the 
Legislature to permit St. Louis to :n- 
crease its bonded indebtedness for the 
purpose of constructing a subway. 
Studying the Subject. 
Rosenfeld, who has been correspond- 
ing with public officials and subway 
builders in New York and Boston, ad- 
dressed the Board of Directors of the 
association and outlined what he con- 
siders the best plan to be followed in 
the event the city decides to build a 
subway. 
“New York had no money when it 
made up its mind to have a subway,” 
said Rosenfeld. “The State Constitu- 
tion prevented the city from incurring 
indebtedness beyond a certain percent- 
age of its tax assessments. 
“The Legislature passed a measure 
authorizing the city-to submit to the 
voters a proposition whereby the mu- 
nicipality was given power to borrow 
$50,000,000 in excess of its regular allow- 
ance. Later that amount was increased 
to $120,000,000, and still later to $300,000,- 
000. The investment of that immense 
fortune in making a subway system 
proved a most profitable one for the 
city. The subway was leased to com- 
panies who paid the city 4% per cent 
interest on the total amount of the in- 
vestment and a share of its profits over 
the 6 per cent dividend allowed stock- 
holders. 

Boston Spent $80,000,000. 
‘Boston invested $80,000,000 in a sub- 
way, following the plan adopted by 
New York, and never has had cause to 
regret the step. St. Louis can do the 
same thing. 

“St. Louis should have a subway ex- 
tending from Fourth street to Sarah 
street. It should be so constructed as 
to carry four sets of tracks, two for 
passengers and one each for express 
and freight. Telephone, telegraph and 
electric light wires could be strung in 
the tunnel, and, perhaps, a pneumatic 
mail tube could be constructed there at 
a light cost.”’ 

A complaint regarding delayed mail 
deliveries in the West End was re- 
ferred to the Complaint Committee. J. 
H. Butler of the St. Louis Pneumatic 
Tube Co. delivered an illustrated lec- 
ture on ‘“‘Mail Tube System.’’

TWELVE WORDS A SECOND. 
From the New York Times. 

The first demonstration in this coun- 
try of the Pollak-Virag rapid telegraph 
system, by which 40,000 words an hour 
can be dispatched, was given yesterday 
afternoon at the Vanderbilt otel by 
Antoinne Pollak, the inventor. The sys 
tem has been successfully tested in 
Germany and France, and will be dem- 
onstrated next for the benefit of the 
English Government. The most. re- 
markable feature of the invention is 
) that the message, sent at such great 
speed, is recorded directly in writing 
as with the hand, at the receiving end. 

Much to his surprise, the inventor 
found that he had to pay duty on his 
apparatus to bring it into this country. 
He had it set up in his rooms at the 
Vanderbilt and it worked at the dem- 
cnstration without one hitch. The ap- 
paratus consists of a perforating ma- 
chine, in some respects similar to a 
typewriter, for the making of perforated 
tape, an automatic transmitter and a 
receiver. 

The message is first transferred to the 
tape, and as the machine for this oper- 
ation is separate from the other appa- 
ratus a dozen or more operators may 
aid In preparing the same dispatch in 
order to facilitate this part of the work. 
The perforated tape is then placed on 
the automatic transmitter, which sends 
the message at lightning speed over the 
wires, to be received miles away, where 
it is transferred {nto manuscript form 
again by the receiving apparatus.

EMON JELLY—Soften one box of 

gelatin in one cupful of ccld water 
and add three cupfuls of boiling water. 
Stir till dissolved and add one and one- 
half cupfuls of sugar and one pint of 
lemon juice, straining the gelatin be- 
fore adding sugar and lemon juice. 





RAPEFRUIT JELLY—Soften one- 

half of a box of gelatin in one-half 
of a cupful of cold water, add one cup- 
ful of boiling water, stir till dissolved, 
and strain through cheesecloth. Add one 
cupful of sugar, the juice of one lemon 
and two cupfuls of grapefruit juice and 
pulp. 

WEDISH SPONGE CAKE—Anyone 

who succeeds in making this cake 
has a sure seller. Beat the whites of 
four eggs till very stiff. Beat the yolks 
till quite thick and light colored. Add 
one-half of a cupful of powdered sugar 
to the yolks and beat till dissolved; add 
another one-nalf of a cupful of the 
sugar and beat for five minutes. 

Add about one-third of the stiff whites 
to this mixture and beat till very light. 
Pour this on to the remaining whites 
and fold in with a few strokes. 

Drop on to this mixture one-half of a 
cupful of potato flour and one rounding 
teaspoonful of baking powder. Cut and 
fold into the mixture two or _ three 
times, add one teaspoonful each of ex- 
tract of lemon, vanilla, and orange, and 
then beat thoroughly for one minute.

UP GARBAGE PLANT 
FOR FIVE YEARS 


Officials Believe They Must Re- 
advertise for Bids Under 
Standard Company’s Bond. 








BUILDING COST $250,000 





Contract at Remunerative Price 
Would Cost City $400,000 
in Time Covered by Bond. 


Discovery was made Thursday that 
plans of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments to erect in St. Louis a $250,000 
municipal garbage reduction works will 
be frustrated by a gazipe in the $50,000 
bond of the Standard Reduction and 
Chemical Co., which will prevent the 
building of a municipal plant before 
Sept. 1, 1918. 

After an examination of the bond the 
city Law Department reached the con- 
clusion that the city can take its choice 
between advertising for new bids for 
garbage reduction, or erecting a munic- 
ipal plant, and forfeiting the bond, 

In 1910 the city entered into a contract 
with the Standard company, by which 
the company agreed to dispose of all 
St. Louis garbage for 27 cents a ton, It 
gave the bond that it would faithfully 
perform the contract. 

Company Lost From Start, 

The company lost money from the be- 
ginning. Members of the board have 
said that they believed the city was get- 
ting an advantageous contract, as they 
said garbage cannot be handled profit- 
ably for less than from $1 to $1.25 a ton. 

The company first erected a plant near 
St. Charles, but after a short time was 
forced to move. It went to Stallings, 
Ill., where several of the officials were 
indicted and county authorities conduct- 
ed a vigorous prosecution to oust the 
plant. The company became bankrupt a 
few weeks ago and the city now has to 
transport its garbage to Chesley Island. 

City officials at first believed this 
failure to carry out the terms vf the 
contract would forfeit the company's 
bond, and a bill was introduced in the 
Municipal Assembly appropriating $14,- 
om for the Board of Public Improve- 
ments to investigate the better meth- 
cds of garbage disposal and p-epare 
Pans and specifications in acc:)-dance 
with its decision. 

A detailed examination of the bond, 
however, resulted in the discovery of 
the clause which provides that in case 
the Standard company fails to handle 
the garbage, the city shall advertise 
for bids and relet the contract. 

City officials, after a conference with 
the law department decided, this would 
give the surety company ground for 
refusing to pay bond unless bids were 
advertised for and none received. They 
say the city would be compelled to ac- 
cept a bid from any responsible con- 
cern. 

One official, who would not consent 
to the use of his name, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter: 

‘Unless a reduction company should 
bid from $1 to $1.25 it would lose money 
on its contract with the city. If such 
a ridiculously low bid as the last one 
was received, the city would eventually 
be in the same position it is now. It 
would have to advertise again. 

Could Build for $250,000. 

“But there is this situation. The cost 
to the city of a contract calling for a 
payment of $1.25 a ton would mean an 
expenditure to the end of the term of 
this bond of approximately $400,000.

Under those circumstances, it might be 
advisable to forfeit the $530,000 and build 
our own plant.’’ 

President Reber of the board admit- 
ted the Standard company’s surety bond 
seemed to prevent the city from build- 
ing a plant before 1918, and said he sa‘v 
ng other method than to readvertise 
for bids. 

Mayor Kreismann has been working 
with the board in an effort to get a 
definite plan for a municipal plant start- 
ed before his administration closed. 
Officials virtually had reached the 
conclusion that the proposed municipa! 
plant should be erected within the city 
The mere discussion of the question al- 
ready iias resulted in protests from 
many rural communities near St. Louls 
that if an attempt should be made to 
put the plant near them, legal action 
to stop it would be begun.

TO LEGISLATURE 


Charges That Joint Resolution 
| No. 10 Will Annul Initiative 
and Referendum. 


The People’s League of St. Louls 
Thursday sent to the Legislature a reso- 
lution protesting against the passage of 
Joint and Concurrent Resolution No. 10, 
proposing changes in the initiative and 


referendum amendment, which the 
league representatives declare would 
make the initiative and referendum un- 
workable. The changes principally af- 
fect a vote on single tax which, it is 
charged, they make almost an impossi- 
bility. 

The resolution, signed by P. J. Grimes 
as committee chairman, W. W. Boyd, 
president, and Sheridan Webster, secre- 
tary, says: 

People’s League Sees Betrayal. 

“To the Legislature of the State of 
Missouri: 

“We, the members of the People’s 
League of the City of St. Louis, have 
read with particular care and atten- 
tion Joint Resolution No. 10 of the 
Forty-seventh General Assembly. 

“We are convinced that this reso- 
lution represents a willful and delib- 
erate attempt on the part of its au- 
thors to deceive and betray the peo- 
ple of this State; a calculated plan <o 
emasculate and destroy the initiative 
and referendum, and to make it im- 
possible for the people of the State 
to control or punish the traitors who 
betray them in their legislative body. 

‘We are aware that the correspondent 
of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch informed 
your body that our league numbered 
but 20 persons. This man uttered a will- 
ful and deliberate lie, and he knew that 
he lied when he made the statement. 
The People’s League is composed of af- 
filiated representatives of the trade 


JYunions of St. Louis, protective organi- 


zations and a number of improvement 
associations, in addition to an individ- 
ual membership, and it is the same or- 
ganization that defeated the charter 
proposition and defeated the bond is- 
sue on three different occasions, despite 
the strenuous work of the prostituted 
editors, writers and correspondents of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 

““‘We are aware that the Forty-seventh 
General Assembly is overwhelmingly 
Democratic. We hold you responsible; 
we hereby notify you, and through you 
your colleagues that if Resolution No, 
10 becomes a law of the Assembly, that 
we will smash the Democratic ticket 
into a thousand fragments at the spring 
election. ; 

“We call your particular attention 
to the words to these words: ‘Or to re- 
peal, amend or modify this amend- 
ment.’ The men who put these words 
in that resolution are traitors to the 
people of Missouri and enemies of hu- 
manity. That is the kind of legisla- 
tion that our fathers destroyed on the 
slopes of Bunker Hill and the fields of 
Yorktown. It is the same kind of 
legislation that Jefferson and Jackson 
crushed with an iron hand. It is the 
same kind of legislation that Grant 
and Sherman shot to death at Appo- 
mattox; and we notify you and your 
colleagues that we are the same breed 
of men; that out patience is becoming 
exhausted, and our anger becoming 
aroused, and that when we arise in our

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Members of 

the Inaugural Committee are beginning 
to show some slight signs of nervous- 
ness over the extent of the problem 
presented by the unexpected growth of 
the procession on March 4, which prom- 
ises to be the longest inaugural] pardde 
that has ever passed down Pennsylvania 
avenue.

Formal notification wag re- 
ceived by the committee that the entire 
Ohio Legislature will adjourn for sev- 
eral days and come to Washington in a 
body.

The local officials 
were. really unaware of his presence, 
although the papers wrote columns 
about him. 

But now Rector hag been invited to help 
the M. A, C. runners and he’s enthusiastic 
about his work. He contends that a man 
who is naturally fast can only improve his 
time by improving his ‘‘form,’’ especially at 
the start. Therefore he will teach the Cher- 
ry Diamond kiddoes the ‘‘Rector’’ start, 
which differs from all other starts in every 
particular. 


Good Material Here. 


“T believe there are several promising 
youngsters in the M. A. C. squad,’’ Rector 
told the Post-Dispatch Thursday. “I already 
have noticed two who may develop into won- 
ders and I'll take pleasure in teaching them 
what few points I can. ° 

“I'm willing, though. to do this for any 
young sprinter in St. Louls. All he needs 
to do is apply to the M. A. C. gymnasium 
and he can have a trial. 

‘‘As for myself, I can’t say that I posi- 
tively will run again. However, I have 
worked out twice and am surprised with my- 
self. If I can attain anything like my old 
form I'll be on the scratch in that special 
race in the Coliseum March 15.’’, 

With Rector lending a helping hand it now

CARMEN S INIURY 
MAY FORCE BIKE 
IEAM TO RETIRE 


yClimax of a Day of Many al 
» Sees 6-Day Race Rider Get 
Bad Bump. 


By Harry S. ieee 


Clarence Carmen, riding mate or Har- 
vey Wilcox of the Mormon team in 
the bicycle race‘now going on at the 
Coliseum, was thrown from his wheel 
last night at 8:15 o’clock and so se- 
verely injured that he was removed in 
an ambulance to the city hospital. Be- 
fore leaving the Coliseum, emergency 
treatment was given Carmen by Dr. 
F’. W. Shaffer of 4085 Olive street, who 
pronounced the rider painfully, but not 


seriously, hurt. 

When the accident occurred all the 
riders on the track were engaged in 
a spring at a high rate of speed, and 
just as Carmen made the turn at the 
upper end of the track leading into the 
stretch a tire on his machine exploded 
with a loud crack and the rider crashed 
to the floor, falling on his head and 
left shoulder. Immediately behind Car- 
men, Mitten of the Australian-American 
team came tearing along, and he, too, 
went down, pitching headlong onto the 
back of Carmen. Mitten sustained a 
badly scraped left arm and leg, but he 
immediately scrambled to his feet and 
walked unaided to his tent. 


Feet Strapped to Pedals. 

Carmen lay where he had fallen, and 
the spectators thought him unconscious, 
Sut his inability to free himself from 
his machine was due to the fact that 
his feet were strapped to the pedals 
and he was unable to disengage them. 
Carmen was quickly liberated by train- 
ers and officials, who rushed to his as- 
sistance, and he was helped to his tent, 
where he lay until] Dr. Shaffer was 
called. The doctor advised that Car- 
men be removed to a hospital for fur- 
ther examination, and Sergt. A. J. 
Smith phoned for an ambulance. 

Carmen’s place on the track was tak- 
en at once after the spill by Harvey 
Wilcox, his team mate, who finished 
out the race for the night, but if Car- 
men is unable to resume his place in 
the race at starting time today the tearn 
will be withdrawn. 


Sprinter Ryan Falls. 

Hardly had the excitement of the accident 
to Carmen and Mitten died away when, at 
9:32 o’clock,: Martin Ryan of the Irish went 
down when his pedal strap broke, but he 
escaped with nothing more than some 
scratches. At the time Ryan fell he was 
holding the pole in the lead and dropped to 
the floor within the boundary of the track 
so quickly that all the other riders passed 
safely by. though three of them had to 
swing high on the incline to avoid a fall. 

During the afternoon about two hours after 
the day’s racing had begun. a nasty spill 
occurred in which Paddy Hehir of the Aus- 
tralian-American team, Willie Coburn of the 
German-American team and George Cameron 
of the Knickerbocker team went down in a 
heap. At the time of thie accident the riders 
were moving along at a 20-mile-an-hour gait, 
which is not considered very fast. and this 
probably saved the riders from serious in- 
jury and they all resumed riding again with- 
in a few minutes. 

The average pace for the day was slower 
than that maintained on Tuesday and when 
the riders finished last night they had ridden 
11 miles and 1 lap less than the day before; 
but spills and sprints had contributed many 
thrills. 

Beck ang Morton Gain Two Laps. 

The first came when at 8:58 o’clock Beck 
of the Boobs team ‘“‘jumped” the bunch of 
riders and shot out far in advance of the 
fiel4 and continued the sprint until he had 
regained one of the three laps previously 
lost by his team. The sprint had exhausted 
the little fellow and he was immediately re- 
lieved by his partner. 

After a good rubdown, Beck returned to 
the track and, at 4:45 let out another 
spurt, at the same time calling for Mor- 
ton, his riding mate, to get ready and 
come on. Beck continued to tear around 
the track and opened up a wide space be- 
tween himself and the flying field behind 
him. Then a clever pickup by Morton was 
made, and the latter, by a wonderful burst 
of speed, overtook the bunch and regained 
another lap for his team, leaving them
